A special committee of the Bar 
Association of St. Louis, in a report 
last night, upheld as accurate 
a series of articles in_ the 


Post-Dispatch last March on the 
work done by the Judges in the 
civil jury divisions of Circuit Court, 
showing a great decline in the num- 
ber of cases disposed of in the last 
19 years and in the number of 
days the Judges actually worked in 
jury trials. 

The report, approved with only 
one dissenting vote at a meeting 
of nearly 200 members of the as- 
sociation at Hotel Chase, made a 
series of recommendations de- 
signed to correct this situation. 

The report said some headlines 
of the Post-Dispatch articles were 
misleading, and criticised a cCar- 
toon published in this newspaper 
March 7, picturing a group of 
Judges loafing. The committee said 
it did not agree with all the con- 
clusions drawn from the statistics 
nor with all the comments in the 
articles. However, it declared the 
statistics, compiled by Circuit 
Clerk H. Sam Priest, were “unas- 
sailable. 

Recommendations. 

Recommendations of the report 
were: 

The Judges- should observe 
strictly the Court rule govern- 
ing assignment of jury causes 
which concludes: “Causes shall be 
called for trial each day and 
likewise assigned and transferred 
to the various jury divisions, suf- 
ficient to keep said divisions en- 
gaged in the trial of causes during 
the week or until all of the causes 
set for trial during that week 
shall have been assigned for 
trial.” 

Judges also should observe 
strictly another rule providing 
for them to keep the Presiding 
Judge informed of the progress 
of jury trial work and prohibiting 
them from adjourning for the 
week until the docket has been 
cleared or consent obtained from 
the Presiding Judge. . 

Jury causes should be assigned 
strictly in order of appearance on 
the docket and all Judges should 
take cases as and when assigned, 
without attempting to exercise a 
choice. 

Law dockets should be called in 
jury divisions twice a month in- 
stead of weekly. 

All divisions should open 
promptly, avoid unnecessary or 
long recesses and remain in ses- 
sion “a full day.” 

Steps should be taken to dis- 
pose of the “great back-log of 
undisposed appeals” from Justice 
of the Peace courts “now clog- 
ging the docket,” and future ap- 
peals should be set within 30 
days and tried promptly. 

Clerk Priest should consider 
keeping “detailed, comprehensive 
and complete records” of all work 
by a system comparable to that 
used in New York City. (The 
Post-Dispatch described the New 
York system March 9.) 

A committee of three members 
of the Bar Association and three 
Circuit Judges should investigate 
thoroughly the Cleveland and 
New York plans of judicial con- 
trol and report on advisability of 
sponsoring legislation for such a 
plan here. (As told in the 
Post-Dispatch March 8, a similar 

committee in 1931 reported on 
the Cleveland and other systems.) 

A standing committee of the 
association should analyze rec- 
ords and report annually on con- 
dition and status of the docket 
and work of the Circuit Court, 
together with any recommenda- 
tions for improvement. 

Individual Averages Correct. 

The report said figures in the 
Post-Dispatch March 6 on individ- 
ual work averages for six-month 
periods for 13 Judges now on the 
bench who have served for varying 
lengths of time in civil jury rooms 
were correct. These figures dealt 
with the number of cases tried in 
jury rooms since the election of 
each Judge and the number of days 
spent in jury trials.

ROOSEVELT BARS

WASHINGTON, May 23.—In a 
plea to small business men for their 
co-operation, President Roosevelt 
last night defended the New Deal, 
declaring that his administration 
could not be expected to alter the 
principles and objectives for which 


it had struggied the iast six years. 

The address, delivered to 1200 
persons attending a dinner of the 
first forum of the American Retail 
Federation and broadcast over the 
three national radio systems, was a 
defiant answer to Republicans, the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, anti-New Deal Democrats 
and even some members of the 
Roosevelt administration who have 
been demanding a “business ap- 
peasement” program of reduced 
spending and a changed tax set-up. 

The speech, the first on an im- 
portant domestic issue for several 
months, combined his simple “fire- 
side” chat style and his 1932 and 
1936 campaign technique. Filled 
with passages designed to persuade, 
it also boldly announced there 
would be no turning to the govern- 
mental and business policies of 
1929, or the “tax system the ‘old 
dealers’ dream about.” 


His Stand on Profits Tax. 


The President elaborated his re- 
cent statements in press confer- 
ences that he would favor repeal of 
the undistributed profits tax only if 
other corporate receipts replaced it 
and if another way could be found 
to stop tax evasion by “very rich 
people” who formerly used closely 
held corporations to evade high 
bracket personal income taxes. He 
disclosed that this tax brought in 
only $20,000,000 a year from cor- 
porations, but announced that his 
opposition to letting it lapse was 
based “not on whim, not on hunch, 
but on principle.” 

He repeated his opposition to a 
dole to replace work relief pay- 
ments, and explained in detail his 
method of handling business men, 
bankers and economists who insist- 
ed on an immediate balancing of 
the Federal budget. This method, 
he said, consisted of asking them if 
they had read the budget estimates 
and then defying them to find the 
items which could be cut. 

In nine cases out of 10, he assert- 
ed, these men left convinced bal- 
ancing the budget today, or even 
next year, is a pretty difficult if not 
an impossible task. 

The “spending,” or, as he termed 
it, the “Government investment 
policy,” had put the nation, he said, 
“in an excellent position to move 
forward into a period of greater 
production and greater employ- 
ment.” 

Asserting extemporaneously that 
“this is an 80 billion dollar country,” 
he again prophesied that when this 
annual national income is attained 
“the incame from present taxes 
would be sufficient to meet expen- 
ditures on the present scale—and 
actually to reduce our relief appro- 
priations.” 

Against Change in Rates. 

The President implied that he 
was against any change in the per- 
sonal income tax rates when he de- 
clared that the consumer taxes, 
on such commodities as cigarettes, 
gasoline and liquor, are already 
“plenty high enough,” insisted there 
should be no decrease in the amount 
of corporation taxes and concluded 
that he wanted to leave the pro- 
portion between personal, consumer 
and corporation taxes “just where 
it is now.” Senator La Follette of 
Wisconsin, a group of Republicans 
and some Treasury Officials have 
argued that the personal tax re- 
ceipts should be increased by lower- 
ing the present exemptions; others 
have asked for an increase in the 
middle bracket rates. : 

Like the skilled debater he is, the 
President switched the political 
labels, putting his opponents into 
the school of thought of the “gam- 
blers” who are “eager to gamble 
the safety of the nation and of our 
system of private enterprise on 
nothing more than their personal 
hunch that if the Government will 
keep its hands off the economic 
system” everything will be all right, 
and contending that the New Deal- 
ers are the true conservatives be- 
cause they put their faith in arith- 
metic rather than a hunch.

Testifying in Manton’s trial on 
charges of selling his integrity as a 
Judge—specifically on charges of 
conspiracy—Reilly said that most 
of the money was handled through 
checks drawn to the Allied Redis- 
count Corporation, which United 
States Attorney John T. Cahill has 
termed merely a “bank account” 
name used by Fallon. 

Reilly, president of .the Evans 
Case Co. of North Attleboro, Mass., 
which had patent litigation in 
which it was unsuccessful in the 
lower courts but won on appeal 
through Manton’s’ decision, said 
Fallon had told him to “stop wor- 
rying” about the case. 


Met Demand for Loans. 

He said that in addition to the 
more than $20,000 paid out, Fallon 
had demanded first a $10,000 and 
later a $15,000 loan. The witness 
added he had den urred at this ex- 
tra drain, but that Fallon had told 
him “suppose your case turns out 
©. 7” 

Then, Reilly said, he replied: 
“That, I suppose, would be differ- 
ent.” 

Cahill began his introduction of 
alleged payments to Fallon, who 
has pleaded guilty as Manton’s ac- 
cused co-conspirator, 
what he termed “13 pieces of pa- 
per,” photo-copies of checks. 

Reilly said that after his vari- 
ous other payments, Fallon ulti- 
mately had successfully demanded 
that he be put on a weekly pay- 
roll at $100 a week. 

Yesterday’s Proceedings. 

Shortly after a jury was selected 
yesterday to try the 58-year-old 
jurist, described by the Govern- 
ment as a “merchant of justice,” 
who peddled his judicial decisions 
to high-bidding litigants, Fallon 
and Forest W. Davis, an account- 
ant—entered guilty pleas. A third 
defendant, John L. Lotsch, former 
Brooklyn banker and politician, 
previously had pleaded guilty. 

Manton, who sat stern-faced while 
the jury was chosen, was specific- 
ally accused of having received 
$186,146 over an eight-year period 
to influence his decisions on the 
bench.

Company Charges Con- 


spiracy to Force It to 
Close Its Plants in Strike 
of 1937. 


CLEVELAND, May 23 (AP).— 
The Republic Steel Corporation to- 
day filed a suit in Federal Court 
here under the Sherman and Clay- 
ton acts, asking $7,500,000 from the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions, the Steel Workers’ Orgariz- 
ing Committee and CIO President 
John L. Lewis. The corporation al- 
leged the damages resulted from 
the Little Steel strike in 1937. 

Republic Steel charged the de- 
fendants “entered into a combina- 
tion, confederation and conspiracy 
in restraint of trade and combined 
. to force a closing of the 
plants” of the corporation. 

The plaintiff also asserted “total 
damages, direct and approximate 
sustained,” amount to “not less 
than $2,500,000 and under the pro- 
visions of the Clayton Act, the 
plaintiff is entitled to recover the 
aforesaid damages three-fold.” 

Today’s suit by Republic is one 
of many arising from the 1937 steel 
strike, in which 16 persons were 
killed. The Steel Workers’ Organ- 
izing Committee demanded a 
signed contract from Republic, 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube and In- 
land Steel, which these companies! 
refused, while declaring they were 
always willing to bargain with the 
union. 

One Cleveland law firm alone 
has filed 28 death and injury suits 
against Republic, approximating 
$2,500,000,

Navy Department at Washington

WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP).—

Lieutenant-Commander Momsen 
is among the Navy’s outstanding 
submarine experts. 

The Navy’s famous “lung,” de- 
signed to permit the escape of men 
trapped on the ocean floor, bears 
his name. 
able head attachment fitting over 
nose and mouth to supply air under 
water, is now standard equipment 
.of all submarine crews. It was de- 
‘vised after two earlier submarine 
\disasters, those of the S-51 in 1925 
‘and the S-4 two years later, which 
together cost 73 lives. 
| All officers and men in the sub- 
‘marine service are trained in the 
‘use of the device. 
| Aside from the “lung,” the Navy 
‘has developed other rescue aids 
‘since the two disasters. Among 
‘these is a synthetic breathing mix- 
‘ture of helium and oxygen, a sub- 
istitute for compressed air, which 
last year enabled Master Diver 
William Badders to make an actual 
descent of 402 feet off the New 
England Coast. Under simulated 
sea conditions, two experts at the 
Washington Navy Yard have under- 
gone tests equivalent to dives of 
500 feet. 

Other rescue advances include 
hose-like apparatus which, extended 
to the surface, permit rescuers to 
supply oxygen and even soup to men 
trapped in a disabled submarine. 
Through the hose telephone lines 
also extend, so that communica- 
tion may be maintained.

While granting that judicial] 
actions must stand close public 
scrutiny, the committee maintained 
that criticism of the courts should 
be carefully handled to avoid creat- 
ing the impression that courts as 
a whole are conducted without prop- 
er regard to public interest. 


With respect to that part of a 
Post-Disptach headline March 6 
which said, “Circuit Court Judges 
19 Months Behind,” the committee 
expressed the opinion that most 
readers would infer that it would 
take 19 months after filing before 
a case could be tried, but that such 
inference was incorrect. The body 
of this article stated that, at last 
year’s rate of progress, it would 
take the civil jury rooms 19% 
months to handle their share of 
cases pending as of Feb. 18, even 
if no new cases were filed. 


“The committee is satisfied,” the 
report said, “that, if a case is dil- 
igently prosecuted and no unusual 
questions of pleading or procedure 
are raised, it can be brought to 
trial within four to six months after 
it is filed. The committee finds 
that (notwithstanding the decline 
in the number of jury cases dis- 
posed of by the Court) there has 
been a substantial improvement in 
this respect over conditions in 1932- 
33. The ability to get a case to trial 
in from four to six months after 
filing is due largely to an approxi- 
mate 50 per cent decline in the 
number of new cases filed and to 
improved methods of assignment 
instituted by the Circuit Clerk.” 


Rule for Assignments. 


In connection with the assertion 
that the Presiding Judge has no 
authority to compel the Judges to 
accept cases for trial, the report 
called attention to the existing 
Court rule for assignments, which 
it held should be enforced. 


“The responsibility,” it was con- 
tinued, “is on the judges of the 
various divisions to conform to the 
rules of Court with respect to as- 
signment of cases. The chief basis 
for the popular criticism of our 
courts generally is delay. The 
Federal courts have largely elim- 
inated this complaint. The com- 
mittee believes that with the de- 
crease in new cases filed and the 
number of judges now working in 
St. Louis, with only a small amount 
of extra effort on the part of some 
of the judges, this ground for com- 
plaint can be removed altogether.”

The Briggs management repeat- 
ed its willingness to submit the 
union grievance list to an arbitra- 
tor. The union submitted its griev- 
ance list to the management recent- 
ly when conferences were started 
in connection with the drafting of 
a new agreement to replace one 
which ended May 16. 

A union demand for a so-called 
union shop complicated the situa- 
tion. This is a modification of the 
closed shop idea and if included in 
the new agreement would require 
all Briggs employes to join the 
CIO-UAW. 

The Briggs management charged 
that Emil Mazey, president of 
Briggs Local 212 of the CIO-UAW, 
was attempting to “make every em- 
ploye pay tribute to him in the 
form of union dues.” 

Mazey said last night that the 
management sought to test the 
strength of the union. He added: 
“If they want their plants open, 
they know my telephone number.” 

Fight of Rival Unions. 

R. J. Thomas, president of the 
ClIO-Automobile Workers "Union, 
testified at a National Labor Rela- 
tions Board hearing yesterday that 
the Chrysler Corporation had re- 
fused to bargain exclusively with 
his union. 

He testified that 
Weckler, Chrysler vice-president, 
had said he “wouldn’t meet with 
me without calling Homer Martin.” 
The CIO-UAW, adversary of Mar- 
tin’s independent UAW, seeks sole 
bargaining privileges for Chrysler’s 
55,000 workers. 

The Graham-Paige Motors Cor-

“Both factions seem pretty well 
agreed that the controversy is not 
one between the corporation and its 
employes but between Homer Mar- 
tin and the CIO group,” said R. E.

Smith, retiring member of the La- 
bor Board who testified earlier in

Smith denied charges that he had 
discriminated against the Federa- 
tion and in favor of the CIO. 

A. D. Chisholm, president of the 
Industrial Employes’ Union of 
Portland, Ore., accused the Labor 
| 3oard of abrogating the legal rights 
|of ° ‘sev eral thousand lumber work- 
l ers” by biased and arbitrary action, 

Chisholm urged that the Wagner 
Act be amended at the present ses- 
sion of Congress to require, among 
other things, immediate certifica- 
tion of collective bargaining repre- 
sentatives following a finding of 
proof as to the majority’s wishes. 

Chisholm told the committee that 
the Industrial Employes’ Union, 
Inc., and its predecessor in the 
West Coast lumber industry, the 
Loyal Legion of Loggers and Lum- 
bermen, had not had a strike in 
18 years and did not expect any. 

The Labor Board, he said, was 
trying to “euchre” the independent 
organization out of the West Coast 
situation by favoring National La- 
bor organizations.
